sehools to which he said he was irre- 
voecably opposed. They lived in 4 
‘wixed and cosmopolitan community. 
Not only that; its introduction would 
inevitably lead to dissension.

“Well, 
let me tell you something, Mr. Rick- 
ard or anyone else who is promoting 
this contest will have to see me be- 
fore they arrange either a Williard- 
Carpentier or a D’'Arey-Carpentier 


match. I'm not only manager of 
Jess Williard, but I'm manager of 
Les D'Arcy, and he cannot fight in 


this country for the next three years 
except under my control. In my 
pocket right now I have a contract 
to prove that. 

“There are two managers of box- 
ers in this country who have an equal 
share in this contract with D'Arcy,” 
Jones continued. “One of them is 
Tom Jones and the other is Jack 
Kearns, the Californian, who has a 
string of boxers, none of whom, how- 


ever, are champions. Our contract 
calls for 26 per cent. of the Austra- 
lian's winnings in this country for 


the next three years, and this amount 
Kearns and myself ‘will split fifty- 
fifty.”

“The recent observance of the forty. 
fifth anniversary of McDougall Metho- 
dist Church recalls the earlier humble 
edifice and the days of that pioneer 
Protestant misionary in the West, Rey. 
George MacDougall. The fine eccle- 
siastical structure in which the anni- 
versary services were held was entirely 
different to its earliest predecessor. 
But the little log church not only serv- 
ed its day and generation, for it is 
still rendering service to the chureh 


and the community as part of the 
equipment of the Alberta College 
North. Anyone paying a visit to the 


institution can see it as portion of the 
MacDougall Hall, the section of the 
college buildings Nneamed after the 
founder of Methodisin in this part of

Missionary’s Early Life. 

Rey. George MacDougall, who 
perished on the plains near Morley, 
Alberta, in the winter of 1876, was 
born in Kingston, Ont., in 1821. He 
was of Scottish extraction as his name 
indicates, His father was a member 
of the British navy. He probably im- 
parted to his son a fondness for travel 
und adventure, The early years of 
the family were spent in the remoter 
parts of the old province where they 
all received a good training in the 
art of self-support. The quality of 
initiative was well devloped in the 
young MacDougall. 

At the age of nineteen, 


through the 


ageney of heroic missionaries who 
braved the hardships of the wilder- 
ness, the future missionary was 


“converted,” His tulent as a leader 
and speaker was soon recognized and 
used. At twenty-one a heipmate was 
found, and the young homekeepers 
started further into the wilderness 
making their home near Owen Sound. 
It was while he was here that George 
MacDougall helped build and helped 


sail the first vessel] from Georgian

Prepares for His Work. 


Having had few advantages of edu. 
cation in earlier years, and with a 
view to equipping himself better 
for the ministry to which he felt 
“called,” the young pioneer and wife 
left their home in the winter of 184{ 
and went to Victoira College for a 
term, The next step was a_ circuit 
ut Alderville, where he gained experi- 
ence in Indian work. This seemed 


to be the work he_ felt most 
interested in. In 1851 he was 
sent to “Garden River’ near Sault 


Ste. Marie, Things were tough enough 
in those days. But the hardy mission- 
ary had faith and energy equal to the 
emergency. Liquor Was one of the 
greatest foes: of the Redman and 
MacDougall was a courageous oppon- 
ent of all traffic in intoxicants. This 
was an evil he kept fighting all his 
days. Though the cause of temper- 
ance was in its prime, he lived to see 
many evidences of a changing public 
opinion. 

MacDougall’s work in the west be- 
gan in 1860 when he was appointed 
missionary to Norway House, or 
Rossville, immediately beside it. The 


story of his journey thence is very 
interesting reading. La Crosse in 
Wisconsin was the most westerly 
railroad point in America then, St. 
Paul was a _ pioneer village. At 
Georgetown they met the Red River 
boats, but found the water too low 


to travel. Nothing daunted the mis- 


sionary built a raft or craft of some 
kind and floated and rowed down 
the turbid Red to Fort Garry. In- 


dians were then on the warpath and 


life was none too safe. Gov. MacTay- 
ish gave them a warm reception at 
the Fort.

Combined Farmers’ Organizations of Canada Representing 60,000 


Affiliated Farmers Would 


Bring About Political and 


Social Reforms in Dominion 


Winnipeg, Dee, 7—-The combined 
farmers’ organizations of all Canada, 
representing liated farmer 
known as the Council of Agricultt 
has adopted a political platform for 
the purpose of bringing about econ 
omie, politicai and social reforms 
The platform was formulated in Win- 
nipeg last week, and announced today. 

The reforms aimed at included the 
amendment of the tariff laws by re- 
ducing the duty on goods imported 
from Great Britain to half the rates 
eharged under the general tariff, and 
further reductions in the remaining 
tariff such as will insure complete 
free trade between Great Britain anu 
Canada within five years 

Reciprocity Agreement 

It also urges that the’ reciprocity 
agreement with the United States be 
accepted by the parliament of Canada 


and that all foodstuffs not included in, 


the reciprocity agreement of 1911 be 
placed upon the free list, that agricul- 
tural implements, farm machinery, 
vehicles, fertilizer, coal, lumber, cem- 
ent, iliuminating, fuel and lubricating 
oile be placed on the free list. 

The farmers ask that the customs 
tariff on all the necessities of life be 
materially reduced, and that all taritt 
concessions granted to other coun 
tries be extended to Great Lritain, 

For the purpose of raising an addi- 
tlonal reyenue to make up for the re- 
duction caused by the proposed tarltf 
reforms, direct taxation on certain 
things is proposed These include a 
tax on unimproved land values, on all 
incomes oyer $4,000, an inheritance 
tax on large estates, and a tax on the 
profits, over ten per cent., of corpora- 
tions 

Nationalization of Railways. 

The farmers’ representatives believe 
in the nationalization of all railways 
ond express companies, that natural 
resources be only let out on short 
term leases by public auction, the 
publicity of all political campaign 
funds, contributions and expenditures 
before or after elections, abolition of

Therefore be it resolved that the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, re- 
presenting the organized farmers of 
Canada, urges that as a means of 
bringing about these much needed re- 
torms, and at the same time reducing 
the high cost of living, now proving 
such a burden on the people of Can- 
| eda, our tariff laws should he amend- 
ed as Loiuws: 

Reduce Custom Duties 

(1) By reducing the customs duty 
on goods imported from ¢ at Britain 
to one-half the rates charged under 
the general tariff, and that further 
gradual, uniform reductions be made 
in the remaining tariff on British im- 
ports that will ensure complete froe 
trade between Great Britain and Can- 
ada in five years. 

(2) That the reciprocity agreement 
of 1911, which still remains on the 
United States statute books, be accept- 
ed by the parliament of Canada; 

(3) That all food stuffs not inelud- 
ed in the reciprocity agreement he 
placed on the fre list; 

Agricultural Implements, 

(4) That agricultural implements, 
farm mniachinery, vehicles, fertilizer 
ceal, lumber, cement and tlluminating 
fuel and lubricating oils be placed on 
the free list; 

(6) That the customs tariff on all 
the necessities of life be materially 
reduced; 

(6) That all tariff concessions 
granted to other countries be imme- 
diately extended to Great Britain, 

As these tariff reductions will very 
considerably reduce the national re- 
venue derived from that source, the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture 
would recommend that in order to 
provide the necessary .idditional re- 
venue for carrying the gevernment ot 
the country and for the prosecution of 
the war to a successful conclusion 
cirect xation be imposed in the fol- 
lowing manner 

Tax Unimproved Lands. 

(1) By direct tax on unimproved 
land values, including ali natural re 
sources, 

(2) By a sharply graduated income 
tax up on all incomes over $4,000 @ 
year, 

(3) By a heavy graduated 
tance tax on large estates. 

(4) By a graduated income tax on
